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The Szestowicki Home 
Is Destroyed By Fire 
Flying Embers Cause 


Two brush fires along the rail- 
road tracks shortly after noon on 
Monday, May Ist were fought by 
secti onmen in West Northfield 
with the assistance of others from 
the farms nearby and the men of 
the local fire department who were 
called. Thg blaze burned fierce: 
ly as it ccmmunicated to pine 
trees and was observed by many 
of our citizens who had gathered 
along our Main street. As thé fire 
became under control however, 
flying embers had landed on the 
roof cf the home of Mr. and Mrs. 
Frank Szestowicki and threatened 
the three large barns on the dairy 
farm. A special call went «ut for 
help and the whistle at the Sem- 
inary blew three blasts which sum- 
moned all available help from the 


Seminary grounds and Mount 
Hermon school. With the lack of 
an adequate water supply, the 


house burned fiercely, the flames 
shooting high in the air, but vol- 
unteers were getting out the fur- 
niture and others released the cat- 
tle to pasture. Both fire trucks 
of the l:cal department were on 
hand and help was summoned from 
Greenfield. Fire Chief Johnson 
was in Greenfield but returned 
early in the afternoon to take 
charge. The men of the depart- 
ment had given a good account of 
themselves and a stream of water 
from a brook pumped by the 
pcrtable engine was played on the 
edifice into the night hours. A 
strong wind from the north which 
had carried the embers, kept the 
flames away from the barns and 
they suffered no damage. Later 
the cattle were returned to their 


stalls. The loss of the house was 
completely covered only by a 
small amount of insurance. Such 


furniture as was saved was stored 
in cne of the barns and the family 
were cared for during the night 
by kind friends. It was the most 
spectacular fire in this town for 
a long time and was witnessed by 
hundreds on this side of the river. 
The Szestowicki farm is located 
southwest of the westerly end of 
the’ Central Vermon railroad 
bridge on the high plateau of 
ground. During the course of this 
fire in the afternoon a call came 
for a grass fire at the Farms on 
the Pine Meadow road just beyona 
the Russell farm and near the 
railroad. Several firemen respond- 
ed and put out the blaze.
